Lieutenant Roger B. Innes, 
U.S. Navy, husband of the local 
young woman, was not included 
oh the list released by Hanoi in 
Paris earlier Saturda He has 
been listed as missing in action 
since his two-man Navy air- 
craft. disappeared over North 
Vietnam on Dec, 27, 1967. 

The Navy officer who came 
to the house about 9:30 p.m. 
Saturday, said U.S. authorities 
believe the list to be “pretty 
complete, although a few more 
names might trickle through.” 

“Tt is impossible to think 
after waiting and hoping for 
five years that he will come 
back that your feelings can 
change in one day. We still 
have months to hang on yet,” 
Mrs. Innes said this morning 

“T still have a little bit of 
hope, but my hopes are greatly 
diminished now,” the young 
woman admitted. 

Lt. Innes continues to be offi- 
cially listed as “missing in 
action,” but the odds are 
against him at this point, his

wife has been told by 
authorities. 

However, for Sister 
Patricia, a first grade 
teacher at Sacred Heart 
Parochial School, the news 
was wonderful. She heard 
that her brother, Lawrence, 
a civilian employe of the 
U.S. Navy who was taken 
prisoner during the Tet 
offensive in January 1968, 
is on the list. 

Sister Patricia said that 
she and her mother, Mrs.

Equipping of New GC 
High School Beginning

The second phase of readying 
the new Granite City High 
School North for use in Sep- 
tember — preparing the school 
and purchasing equipment and 
furnishings—is under way this? 

week. 

The Board of Education last 
week approved projects. total- 
ing $408,416 for the school. A 
decision on $101,000 for athletic 
and physical education facili- 
ties is planned Feb. 5 following 
detailed study. 

In a report to the board, 
Tully A. Heubner, director of 
buildings and grounds for the 
school district, presented re- 
vised estimates for preparation 
costs which exceeded. an origi- 
nal allocation by $30,676. 

Among the programs being 
given further study is the con- 
struction of an all-weather track 
rather than a cinder track, The 
all-weather facility would cost 
between $50,000 and $55,000, 
about $20,000 more than the an- 
ticipated cost of the cinder 
track. 


Other athletic and physical 
education facilities to be stud- 
ied include construction of 
four tennis courts for $17,000, 
fencing for the track and tennis 
courts costing $15,000, and goal 
posts, scoreboards, wall pad- 
ding ' and other items at a 
$14,000 cost 

Changes approved include 
the planning of sidewalks to 
the - building along Mary- 

‘ville Road and to a triangle 

formed by Wabash Avenue, 

Pontoon Road and Route 

203 (Nameoki Road). 

The sidewalk to the triangle 
would allow about 606 students 
to walk to the school, thus sav- 
ing about 10 buses and about 
$18,000 to $20,000 per year. 

Heubner reported he has been 
mecting with the state highway 
division, Tri-Cities Area Charh- 
ber of Commerce and other 
agencies to explore the side- 
walk construction issue. 

Although the plans have not 
been finalized, the School 
Board tentatively approved

For Academic 
Deans July 1 


The academic deans of South- 
ern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville will assume more 
comprehensive authority, _re- 
sponsibility and accountability 
when their units become schools 
on July 1, aécording to Andrew 
J. Kochman, vice-president and 
provost. 

SIU have trustees approved 
changing the names of the 
academic units from divisions 
to schools. The action affected 
seven units: Business, Educa- 
tion, Fine Arts, Humanities, 
Nursing, Science and Technol- 
ogy, and Social Sciences. 

Two programs—the School of 
Dental Medicine and the School 
of Graduate Studies and Re- 
search—were unaffected _be- 
cause they are already named 
schools. 

“The actual name change is 
not what is important here,” 
Kochman said. “What is im- 
portant is this: We are not 
‘Southern Illinois College’, we 
are a university. Our manage- 
ment system is different from 
that of a college. 

“This means that the officers 
who are responsible for carty- 
ing out the academic mission 
of the university—the deans— 
need the authority and account- 
ability that goes with that re- 
sponsibility,” he said 

The change in titles is one 
part of what Kochman said is a 
key step the university is tak- 
ing 
“For the first time in any 
significa 2 academic 
affairs,” he said, ‘the univers- 
ity is making internal realloca- 
tions, vis-a-vis our mission, 
programs and resources. 

“What we're engaged in is 
finding a rational mechanism 
for planning the curriculum and 
other academic affairs of the 
university," Kochman said 
“That's something that must be 
done in a good management 
environment even with an_in- 
flating budget: so a declining 
budget is not the printary moti- 
vation for us.” 

Kochman said that in the fu- 
ture, the academic mission of 

will continue to be sever- 


ta interdisciplinary 
prog become more 
and more important in the fu- 
ture,” he said. {‘Furthermore, 
we must constantly upgrade our 
curriculum, and attempt to 
raise. the general educational 
development of our students.” 
In addition, Kochman be- 
lieves the area of coopera- 
tive graduate programs will 
become increasingly import- 
ant in the future. 
He cited the university’s 
recently - announced agree- 
ments with Washington and 
St. Louis Universities to 
provide cooperativey~ pro- 
grams at the doctoral level 
in certain subject areas.

Dean, a native of Kansas who 
moved to Illinois five years ago 
and has been living in Naper- 
ville, said he is still feeling his 
way in many areas, including 
personnel, and the future of 
such established programs as 
interpretative services. 

Aiding him in making his 
decisions will be the nine- 
member Outdoor Advisory 
Council, a non-salaried voi- 
unteer group which serves 
as adviser to the director. 
William Rutherford, former 
conservation director, has 
been named, chairman of 
that advisory body. 

Dean hopes to provide inore 
recreation areas in Illinois also 
by encouraging more gifts of 
land to the state for the purpose 


—and by reducing the time’ be-

The Illinois Manufacturers’

Mandatory Seat Belt 
Use Could Save Lives 


By JON THOMPSON 
Copley News Service 

A large portion of the Amer- 
ican public has decried the 
fact that since the beginning 
of the U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam, something on the or- 
der of 55,000 Americans lost 
their lives there. 

Tragic? Of course it is. But 
what is really shocking is that 
the same number of Americans 
lose their lives EVERY YEAR 
in what is beginning to look 
like a situation of even. higher 
risk than war. 

And those unfortunates are 
not just robust young men. 

They're elderly people, small 
children and young mothers, 
too. 

But perhaps the ones that die 
are the lucky ones, Because in 
addition to them, 3.8 million 
people are mained every year, 
and many carry their disability 
for life. 

What horribly dangerous ac- 
tivity are they all involved in? 
What frightening thing must 
they do that brings such a terri- 
ple price to bear on them? 

They drive or ride in a car. 

That the federal government 
has been embroiled in a pro 
gram to save us from ourselves 
is no big secret, what with the 
large amounts of press given 
the Experimental Safety Vehi- 
cle (ESV) project and the air- 
bag. 

But it doesn’t take too close 
an inspection of the super ex- 
pensive ESV or the almost 
laughable airbag (that magi- 
cally pops up and cushions you 
in case of a crash, right?) to 
conclude that there just has to 
be a better way. 

Well, Chester Pulley and, the 
Australian government — think 
they’ve found that better way. 
The name of the game is man- 
datory seat belt usage. 

Pulley is behind it because 


he’s president of the American 
Safety Belt Council. 

Australia is" behind it because 
since mandatory belt laws have 
gone into effect there, seat belt 
usage has risen 65% and traffic 
fatalities are down — actually 
down — 20%. 

This figure, applied to the an- 
nual U.S. traffic death statis- 
tic, would mean approximately 
11,000 fewer deaths each year. 

Pulley says that during a 
recent trip to study the 
Australian plan he visited 
Austin General Hospital in 
Melbourne. 

He was told there that 
before the belt laws, 17% 
of all accident victims ad- 
mitted to the hospital died. 

With mandatory belt 
usage, the hospital records 
showed that figure is now 
down to 3%. 

The simplicity of the 
Pulley says, is beautiful. 

Most cars here are already 
equipped with not only belts 
but shoulder harnesses as well. 

A mandatory belt usage law 
could work in the United States, 
Pulley says, because first of all, 
he believes most Americans 
are willing to obey the law. 

For those who aren’t, all the 
police would have to watch for 
would be an unused shoulder 
strap. 

Certainly a mandatory seat 
belt law’ raises some grave 
questions in the field of per- 
sonal liberties. 

But on the other hand, the 
benefits of such legislation are 
rather obvious. 

Q. My steel-belted radial tires 
seem to be wearing rather 
quickly on their outside edges. 
What could the problem be? 

A. Could be your tires are 
underinflated. And you might 
have the front end alignment 
checked, giving special atten- 
tion to the camber settings.

AISI reported that foreign 
steel constituted 18.9% of ap- 
parent steel consumption in the 
U.S. during the month. This 
compares with a 19.3% share 
in October. Imports accounted 
for at least 18.7% of the na- 
tion’s apparent steel consump- 
tion in four of the five months 
during the July-November 
period. 

Government data show that 
in November, 1,833,000 tons of 
imported steel, including 9,000 
tons of fabricated structure 
steel and steel blanks, arrived 
in the U.S. This pushed total 
steel imports through the first 
11 months of 1972 to 16,192,000 
tons, including 120,000 tons of 
fabricated structural steel and 
steel blanks. 


Although the steel import 
tonnage for the January- 
November period of 1972 
was 5.3% less than its com- 
parable 1971 figure, the val- 
ue of these imports had in- 
creased 4.2%—to $2,537,000, 
000. The average per ton 
declared value of these m- 
ports rose $14.39, to an av- 
erage level of $157.82 per 
ton. 

In November, the Euro- 
pean Economic Community 
and the United Kingdom 
shipped 795,000 tons of steel 
mill products to this coun- 
try. Imports from Japan 
were 730,000 tons, while 
those from all other coun- 
tries totaled 300,000 tons. 
The Great Lakes-Canadian 

Border region received 796,000 
tons—or 43.6% of the month's 
steel mill products imports, 


boosting steel imports into this 
area through November to 5,- 
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441,000 tons. Mill product im- 
ports into the Gulf Coast-Mexi- 
can Border region were 420,000 
tons in November, and 3,495,000 
tons for the first 11 months of 
the year. 

The Pacific Coast continued 
to be hard hit by steel imports. 
By the end of November, for- 
eign shipments into this region 
were up 30.5% over their com- 

arable 1971 figure. Japan's 
shipments had risen 11.1%, 
those from the EEC-U.K, were 

and shipments from 
countries had increas- 
ed 178.7%. 

By the end of November, 
total U.S. imports of steel from 
Japan were 5,947,000 tons, a 
drop of 6.1% from 1971. The 
steel received from the EEC 
and the United Kingdom totaled 
6,959,000 or 12.7% less 
than the similar period of 1971 
However, imports from all 
other countries had reached 3,- 
167,000 tons, a jump of more 
than half a million tons — or 
19%—over the previous year! 

Sweden, a major specialty 
steel producer, had increased 
its shipments to the U.S. by 
more than 46%. Imports from 
South Korea had reached 409,- 
000 tons, compared with 110,000 
tons after 11 months of 1971. 

Mexico's shipments _ totaled 
362,000 tons, an increase of 
14.6% over the previous year, 
while those from Brazil, at 218,- 
000 tons, were more than triple 
their January-November 1971 
level. 

Total stainless imports through 
November of 138,000 tons were 

% behind their 1971 pace, 
primarily because of a 47.5% 
drop in shipments from Japan. 
However, the EEC and U.K 
increased their stainless steel 
exports to this country by 19.1% 
during the same period. 

In the first 11 months of 1972, 
tool steel imports were up 
15.9%, over the previous year, 
with Japan shipments _re- 
cording a 17.7% increase. Swe- 
den, however, continues to be 
the largest supplier of foreign- 
made tool steel, accounting for 
41.1% of all such imports 
through November. 

Imports of tin plate were up 
28.7% from their 1971 level. 
Foreign shipments to the U.S. 
of cold finished bars were up 
by 37.3%, while plate imports 
outpaced their 11 month, 1971 
total by 4.5%.

Mixed Reaction on Campus

The U. S. Supreme Court's 
decision last week to legalize 
abortion laws met with mixed 
reactions in a random sampling 
of students, faculty and staff at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

The decision by the Supreme 
Court states that in the first 
three months of pregnancy the 
decision for abortion is strictly 
between a woman and her 
physician. 

Dr. Emerson Carpenter of 
SIUE’s Health Service said he 
would rather give out birth con- 
trol pills to avoid pregnancy, 
than refer a woman to an 
abortion clinic. 

“Aside from the moral issue 
involved, I think it’s important 
for people to realize that it’s 
not the court’s job to respond 
to sensibilities or morals but 
to interpret the meaning of

Q) Is it true that this year’s 
federal income tax return asks 
questions related to federal 
revenue sharing? 

A) Yes. Your 1972 Form 1040 
and short form 1040A asks two 
questions related to the*sharing 
of federal money with state and 
local. governments. 

One question asks the loca- 
tion of your principal place of 
residence (state, county, lo- 
cality & township); the second 
question asks for the number of 
your dependents who are filing 
a return of their own or who 
did not live at your principal 
place of residence at the end 


of 1972.

Q) Can you give me some 
tips on how to guard against 
dishonest tax preparers? 

A) The IRS offers the follow- 
ing advice to taxpayers seeking 
assistance from commercial in- 
come tax return preparers: 
never sign a blank return; do 
not sign a tax return prepared 
in pencil because it can be 
changed later; 

Do not allow your refund 
check to be mailed to the: pre- 
parer; avoid the advisor who 
“guarantees” refunds, wants a 
percentage of the refund, or 
supposedly knows all the angles; 

And avoid the preparer who 
advises a taxpayer to overstate 
deductions, claim fictitious de- 
pendents or omit income. 

In addition, taxpayers should 
insist that the tax preparer 
sign the return he prepares and 
enter his tax identifying 
number. 

Finally, be sure to keep a 
copy of your return. 

Q) What are the rules ‘for 
deducting finance charges on 
department store revolving 
charge accounts? 

A) You may deduct the “fi- 


| nance charge” levied by retail 


stores on your revolving charge 
accounts if the charges are 
based on your unpaid balances 
and computed monthly. 

Also, in the case of bank 
credit card plans, you can de- 
duct the finance charge if no 
part of this amount is for serv- 
ice charges, loan fees, credit in- 
vestigation fees, etc. 

However, if you buy items on 
the installment plan and. the 
carying’ charges are separately 
stated, but the interest charge 
cannot be ascertained, deduct 
the lower of (1), 6% of your 
average unpaid monthly bal- 
ance or (2) the actual charge 
for the year. 

For more details, see IRS 
Publication 545, “Income Tax 
Deduction for’ Interest Ex- 
pense.” 

Use the order blank on the 
back of your tax forms pack- 
age to obtain a free copy. 

Q) I had no income tax lia- 
bility for 1972, but I'm filing a 
return to recover income tax 
withheld from my pay. 

Can I still designate $1 of the 
tax withheld towards the Presi- 
dential Election Campaign 
Fund? 

A) No. You can only make 
the $1 check-off if you had, an 
income tax liability. 

This does not mean that be- 
cause you are getting a refund, 
you can’t use the $1 check-off, 
but it does mean that you must 
be able to show tax on line 20

Shaggy Folklore Jokes Are Being 
Compiled, Show Society's Change 


Jesus jokes, shaggy elephant 
jokes, Confucius j>kes—all are 
examples of American folklore 
being assembled in an archive 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville. ; 

The archive is the work of 
John L, Oldani, assistant pro- 
fessor of English and director 
of the American studies pro- 
gram at SIUE. Besides the 
jokes, riddles, superstitions and 
truisms of Southern _Iilinoi 
Oldani is recording and collect- 
ing the folklore of Croats, Ital- 
ians, Germans, the Irish, Viet- 
namese and others. 

He does not record the folk. 
lore of other countries, per se; 
he is only interested in such 
folklore as it is remembered by 
persons of foreign derivation 
living here. “These texts, as 
they are called, can then be 
used by scholars to compare 
with the folklore of the country 
a person comes from,” Oldani 
said. 

As part of his research, 
Oldani is interviewing as 
many of the persons of Cro- 
ation extraction in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area as 
he can, with the help of the 
Slavic and East European

The texts, or 
individual items of recollec- 
tion, will be available for study 
by scholars. 

“Folklore is the oral tradi- 
tion,” Oldani explained, “It is 
the communication of group to 
group, age to age, or parent to 
child. It's the informal learn- 
ing process you undergo. 

“You didn’t sit down in a 
classroom to learn that if a 
black cat crosses your path, 
it’s bad luck,” he said. “These 
things aren't written down. You 
learn them from parents, and 
from jokes and superstitions.” 

Oldani believes jokes reveal 
that Americans have a strong 
feeling for nonsensical humor. 
“Some American folklorists are 
able to devote all of their time 
to shaggy elephant jokes, 
alone,”” he said, 

These shaggy elephant 
jokes are so numerous that 
they in turn are classifiabie 
by folklorists, according to 
Oldani. 

“For example,” he said, 
“there are the sneaker 
jokes: ‘Why did the ele- 
phants wear red sneakers? 
To hide in the strawberry 
patch’; and ‘Why did the 
elephants wear matching 
sneakers? Because they’re 
all on the same basketball 
team.’ 

“On the other hand,” Oldani 
said, “there are the elephant 
bed jokes: ‘How can you tell if 
there’s an elephant under your 
bed? Because the bed’s so 
close to the ceiling’; and “How 
can you tell if an elephant is 
in bed with you? By the smell 
of peanuts on its breath.’ ”” 

Oldani also identifies kinds of 
humor that reflect nore seri-

ous purposes, he believes. 
The so-called ‘Confucius 
says’ jokes are very reveal- 
ing,” he said. “What do they 
say about. us as Americans? 
They show us that we can take 
a foreign philosophy, a ‘sacred’ 
philosophy, and break it down, 
so it isn’t sacred anymore to 
us. 

According to Oldani, 
kind of humor serves a 
kind of purging, if you will. It’s 
very practical. It's the way we 
break down the sacredness. 
We're ‘not making fun of the 
thing itself,” he said, “but of 
the sacredness of the thing.” 


Oldani believes the archive 
he is trying to build at SIUE 
will be useful to scholars on a 
number of levels, “For exam- 
le,” he said, “there are any 
number of answers to the 
question ‘What’s black and 
white an red all over?’ If you 
answer ‘ . . . a newspaper,’ 
you reveal your age, because 
that answer was popular in the 
1950s. 

“But if you answer‘... a 
wounded nun,’ you reveal two 
things. 

“One, you show that you 
learned the joke in the 1960s. 
More importantly, your answer 
shows that society has changed; 
in the 1950s, we didn’t make 
such jokes about nuns. In the 
1960s, we did. Society had 
changed.”

Amsted Sales, 
Earnings Rise 
During Quarter 


At its annual meeting held 
in Chicago last week, AMSTED 
Industries reported increased 
December quarter sales and 
earnings and elected two new 
directors.

Philip, Nettles, 
Taft May Run 
For Treasurer

Springfield — With all of the 
politicians now in and out of 
town, ambitious Republicans 
have begun maneuvering for 
the GOP state treasurer nomi- 
nation. 

At ‘this point, incumbent 
Democrat Alan Dixon of Belle- 
ville is expected to seek re- 
election when his first term 
ends in 1974. 

One of those who has been 
approached by leading Repub- 
licans is State Rep. James 
Philip of Elmhurst. 

The 42-year-old lawmaker 
said it is “certainly premature” 
to discuss running for office at 
this time, but he says his can- 
didacy is a possibility, Under 
present law, the campaign 
would start in December 1973 
when candidates file nominat- 
ing petitions. 

“Some people have come to 
me about it,” Philip said, “and 
1 am interested at this point.” 

Philip's selling points are 
that he is well-known to the 
leaders of the party because 
he is in his fourth term in the 
legislature; fife is the county 
chairman of the populous Du- 
Page County; and’he managed 
George Lindberg’s successful 
campaign for state comptroller. 

Few other potential candi- 
dates have laid the groundwork 
that he has.for a run for state- 
wide office. 

He is close to Lindberg and 
he could use the patronage in 
the comptroller’s office as a 
base of operations if and when 
he decides to run. 

There are 200 employes 
left over from the old audi- 
tor’s office and Lindberg 
hopes to add about 50 more 
to handle the additional 
chores he has as comptrol- 
Jer. 

Philip isn’t the only one with 
an eye to the future. 

Others who have been men- 
tioned as possible candidates 
include William Nettles of 
Carlyle, administrative assist- 
ant to Atty. Gen, William Scott; 
William Cellini of Springfield, 
state transportation secretary; 
Justin Taft of Springfield, Ili- 
nois Supreme Court clerk; Har- 
ry Page of Springfield, assist- 
ant principal of Southeast High 
School in Springfield; Harber 
Hall of Bloomington, a_ state 
senator; Robert Dwyer of Win- 
netka, a businessman; and 
John Henry Altorfer of Peoria, 
an industrialist. 

Nettles, 42, says he is inter- 
ested but quickly adds “there 
are a lot of things to take into 
consideration.” A former sher- 
iff and county treasurer of 
Clinton County, te managed 
Scott’s downstate campaign 
during the last run. He says it 
will take in the neighborhood 
of a quarter of a million dollars 
to run against Dixon 

Cellini’s name has popped up 
in some GOP circles when the 
race is mentioned, but he has 
thus far kept a lid on what his 
plans are when he leaves the 
Department of Transportation.

In Granite City 


The blood-soaked auto of a 
St. Louis murder victim’ was 
discovered Thursday in Granite 
City. Area police departments 
are continuing to investigate the 
violent death of the owner and 
the killing of a Fairmont City 
man who was believed to be his 
companion the previous night. 

Chief of Detectives Francis J.

Mo. 

Graff's body was found by a 

taxicab driver at 16th Street 
and Frederick Avenue in East 
St. Louis at 4:15 a.m. Thurs- 
day. 
Detective Chief McManus said 
that residents in the area first 
noticed the car about 6:30 a.m. 
Thursday, but paid little atten- 
tion until four hours later when 
a person looked inside the ve- 
hicle, saw blood stains on the 
seats and reported it to police 
at 10:45 a.m. 

Inquiries on the vehicle’s li- 
cense plates brought results 
from East St. Louis officers, 
who said the owner was Graff, 
McManus reported. 

Manuel Farmer, homiside in- 
vestigator for the East St. 
Louis Police Department, pro- 
cessed the impounded vehicle, 
McManus said, discovering a 
-32 caliber slug imbedded in the 
rear of the front on the passen- 
ger side and a shell casing on 
the back seat on the opposite 
side of the car.

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Use of Highway Funds to Provide Mass Transit Financial 
Aid to Be Debated at Both the State and Federal Levels 


Comment by Press-Record bureau 
in Washington—Speculation on Illinois 
Governor Daniel Walker's “‘state of the 
state’” message tomorrow has focused 
attention on reports he will urge major 
emphasis on mass transit, including 
use of state motor fuel tax funds to 
supplement federal outlays. 


When Illinois Lieutenant Governor 
Neil F. Hartigan came to Washington 
for President Nixon's inaugural, he em- 
phasized the new Springfield adminis- 
tration’s vital interest in mass transit 
to ease some of the state's urban woes. 


Hartigan was treading in a primeval 
ooze left over from the 92nd, Con- 
gress, a ferment of amorphous ideas 
seeking a functional identity. An evo- 
Jutionist might be apt to liken last 
year's chaos to the first stirrings of 
life. 

On Capitol Hill, legislative midwives 
believe the 93rd the ‘Congress in 
whose time the idea for mass transit 
fundings has come. They are making 
early preparations to avoid the rush- 
to-adjournment confusion that killed 
its prospects last year. 


Few would argue with Chicago 
Mayor Richard Daley's Senate 
mony last February that cities will be 
carpeted with “wall-to-wall automo- 
piles” unless they get help. But there 
is a wide difference of opinion on how 
this federal aid should be forthcoming 

That was the sticking point last 
October when Rep. Glenn M. Ander- 
son, a’ California Democrat, offered 
amendments to. open the highway trust 
fund to mass transit spending, 


Rep. John B. Anderson, the Illinoi- 
san who heads the Republican Confer- 
ence Committee and was then ranking 
minority member on House Rules, 
sought to get a favorable ruling, but 
both Andersons were turned back as 
out of order. 


These crucial votes, one in commit- 
tee and the other on the floor, doomed 
efforts to dip into ‘the trust fund for 
mass transit and split the Illinois dele- 
gation as well. 


The two Andersons are trying again. 
They co-sponsored legislation on the 
first day of the 93rd Congress to di- 
vert highway, trust funds to mass tran- 
sit aid. They are hoping for early hear- 
ings, cither before or shortly after the 
Lincoln-Washington recess. 

This, they believe, may bring the 


issue to the floor in March,

allowing 


ample time for debate, a reconciliation 
of any differences and final passage 
in the first session of the 93rd Congress 

On the Senate side, both Sen. Charles 
H. Percy, R-lIll., and Sen. Adlai E 
Stevenson IIIf, D-Ill., are for increased 
mass transit spending. Percy would 
create a single transportation fund, 
while Stevenson, among other propos- 
als, would open up the highway trust 
fund. 

The issue of breaching the sanctity 
of the highway trust fund for mass 
transit undoubtedly gives congressmen 
some troublesome moments. 


As examples, Rep. John C. Kluczyn- 
ski, Chicago Democrat, who headed 
the House Roads Subcommittee of the 
Public Works Committee last year, 
and House Minority. Whip Leslie C. 
Arends opposed the Anderson amend- 
ments. 


A committee source. said, ‘‘Klu has 
been badly reported. He's for both the 
highway and transit programs. The 
turmoil is where the money is coming 
from.” 


Arends, the veteran Melvin 
gressman, an aide said, is well aware 
of the urban problem. But he is equal 
ly convinced that Illinois urgently 
needs highways and the assurance of 
the trust fund money to build them 

Out of the welter of ideas swirling 
in the 92nd and 93rd Congresses, 
something must come into being that 
will answer the National League of 
Cities and the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors as well as placate the auto 


lobby, the biggest on the Hill. 


One suggestion here is that a sep 
arate trust fund be created out of 
general revenues for mass transit assist- 
ance. This, too, is sure to generate 
opposition. Congress may have a 
choice of picking the less he:

Americans who believe. that 
they are witnessing a turning 
point of our republic as the 
President and Congress square 
off in an attempt to define the 
separation between legislative 
and executive powers might be 
disappointed if they recalled 
earlier history. 


Early in our republic, for ex- 
ample, President Washington 
was vigorously attacked by 
Jeffersonian Republicans in

rolls and one for an electronic 
voting system in the House. 

Additionally, Congress some- 
times appears to spend an in- 
ordinate amount of time in neg- 
ative and self-defeating collo- 
quies. Its only modern thought 
in recent weeks appears to be 
the Senate’s bringing of a law- 
suit against the administration 
over veto issues. 
Congressional leaders cer- 
tainly are aware of their 
problem. Serious _ efforts 
were made in 1946 and 
again in 1970 to reform 
legislative prodedures. 
Unfortunately, neither was 
effective nor comprehensive 
beacuse it did not touch on 
the distribution of power, 
reorganization of the com- 
mittee system or the effi- 
cient use of time. 
Negativeness, reacting to a 
real or imagined wrong by the 
President, cannot be faulted. 

At the same time it ‘should 
be apparent to the 93rd Con- 
gress that its proper role in the 
balance of powers will not be 
safeguarded, as it must be, un- 
til it begins to enter the latter 
half of the 20th century.

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Many Say War So Destructive That 
Victory No Longer Worth the Price 


Our comment, “Attainment of 
Vietnam Peace Fulfills Ameri- 
cans’ Fondest Hopes,” was pre- 
sented Thursday. Our tribute 
to the 37 Quad-City Vietnam 
War dead appears today on the 
page opposite the editorial 
page. 

Here are a few peace reac- 
tions of other newspapers: 


Boston, Mass., Herald-Amer- 
ican— The agreement is cer- 
tainly far better than the abject 
capitulation some Americans 
‘have demanded or been willing 
to settle for. 


“ Its terms appear better than 
those we might have been able 
to get three months ago before 
the bombing, which not only 
weakened North Vietnam's bar- 
gaining position and its military 
capacity, but should have 
served as a continuing warning 
to all who would trifle with this 
nation in its quest for an honor- 
able peace. 


Philadelphia —Inquirer— 
Strident victory claims are 
definitely out of place in a 
war which nobody won. We 
were pleased to note that 
Dr. (Henry) Kissinger’s 
tone was far more concilia- 
tory than the comments of 
Le Duc Tho in Paris. 


Greensboro, N. C., Daily 
News—President Nixon has 
called it “peace with honor” 
and that it may be, But 
considering the war's cost 
to us, not only in young 
lives and treasure but in 
values distorted and assur- 
ances forfeited, it was not 
worth the cost. 

Few wars, of course, ever are 
worth what they cost. They 
never work out as we expec 
them to. And they invariably 
release uncontrollable forces of 
change that cannot be antici- 
pated as we approach them. 


Appleton, Wis., Post-Crescent 
Future information and events 
will give the. answer to many 
questions which occur today. 
We'll be able to decide whether 
our effort was enough for our 
avowed purpose of giving the 
South Vietnamese people the 
opportunity to have the govern- 
ment they want 

There may be proof that the 
terms of the cease-fire were 
worth the extra bombing, the 
search. and destroy missions, 
the decision that eventually 
sent half a million Americans 
and the most sophisticated 
weapons in history into that 
tiny country. 

Later histories may prove 
that our action made the 
chances for a balance with the 
forces of Communism more 
possible. 

The President repeated the 
word “peace”? over and over 
again in his brief announce- 


ment. Many Americans feel as 
did those critics of the Roman 
Legion centuries ago that 
“where they made a desert 
they call it peace.” ; 
Right now it is enough to 
know that our prisoner: 
who had become politic: 
pawns, will be free — that 
young Americans aren’t be- 
ing sent into a doubtful con- 
flict and that we are not 
encouraging those of other 
nations to do the same, 
It’s over. Quietly, Amer- 
icans are glad. Deeper ap- 
praisal will come later on. 


Tulsa, Okla., Tribune—A pol 
icy of noble stubbornness won 
a point that could be vastly im 
portant in the history of the 
20th Century. And the apostles 
of “scuttle and bug-out"” were 
left pantless. 

Whether the at - long - last 
cease-fire in Vietnam produces 
a lasting peace, or whether the 
aggression continues in sub- 
tler ways, we cannot know, Wé 
have had some experience with 
solemn pacts with Communist 
nations. 

But the agreement was ini 
tialed without betraying the 
principle that the South Viet- 
namese have a right to deter 
mine the kind of government 
they will have. Because that 
principle was not betrayed, nei. 
ther were the thousands of 
young Americans who died, who 
are missing or who have been 
captured in that struggle. 

What kind of an agreement 
would we have had under a 
President McGovern? 

What happened to all the out 
crys by the doves that the De 
cember bombings had de 
stroyed the negotiations? 


It was our enemies who 
came to understand best 
that the spine of a man in 
the White House was made 
of steel. It was that steel 
that brought the agreement 
while the jackals and the 
hyenas howled. 

Birmingham, Ala., Post- 
Herald—Despite doubts and 
fears about the future, this 
is a time for thankfulness 
that Pres. Nixon has finally 
ended America’s longest 
and most divisive foreign 
war. 


One can quarrel with ‘his 
pace, but not with the fact that 
he has got 550,000 men out of 
Vietnam and the POWs back 
without causing the defeat of 
the Saigon regime. 

This is a considerable 
achievement which even his op: 
ponents should admit. It re 
quired risk-taking, doggedness 
and high diplomatic skill. 

Later, if the Vietnamese par- 
ties resume cutting each oth 
er's throats, as trey might, we 
trust Pres. Nixon will display 
equal skill in not getting us 
back into the Vietnam quag 
mire. 

Vancouver, Wash., Columbian 
—It is perhaps a sign of how 
deeply this 12-year-old war has 
demoralized the people of this 
country that their basic, in- 
stinctive reaction was one of 
caution, of carefully worded 
hope, of wonders why it took . 
so much suffering over so long 
atime to achieve a peace 
agreement with such terms as 
outlined Wednesday. : 

The .President speaks of 
“peace with honor” for Amer- 
icans. Tho hails the agreement 
as “a great victory for the 
Vietnamese people. 

If both sides view the end as 
a victory, both sides should 
also view it as a defeat 

They, and their open and not- 
so-open allies, should stand to 
learn a crucial lesson, as should 
the rest of the world, 

The day may well be here 
when victories in war are 
at the same time great de- 
feats, for all sides. 

The destruction is so vast— 
and the potential destruction, 
in a world armed to its teeth 
with more ferocious weapons 
than ever before, is so great— 
that no “victory” might be 
worth the price.

Whether your child is in 
school or at home, what he 
learns during his play experi- 
ence depends upon his interac- 
tion with the teacher or with 
you, his parent. 

There are basically four 
kinds of teacher-child interac- 
tion that provide useful Jearn- 
ing experience for the child. 

The most important and fre- 
quent experience for the pre- 
schooler is exploration. During 
his playtime, he uses his own 
information, imagination and 
ability for 4 happy and relaxed 
play activity. 

The adult in this situation 
merely provides a comfortable 
play area free from disruption 
and interferences from others, 
and’ makes sure the child has 
adequate time and space for 
his play, activity 

Another type of interac- 
tion is called expansion. It 
simply means putting into 
words what a child has 
done. 

The teacher may com- 
ment on what the child is 
doing or the way in which 
he is experimenting to 
solve a problem. Expan- 
sion is used to call atten- 
tion to important informa- 
tion and introduce words 
to the child in a meaningful 
context. 

Teachers focus on this seg- 
ment of the child’s play after 
he has had previous experience 
with the toys or during his fur- 
ther explorations with these 
same toys. 

Interaction may also ‘result 
from a teacher-initialed activ- 
ity, inviting the child to explore 
new materials. 

In this type of play situation, 
the teacher takes a “back-seat’’ 
role introducing new activities 
and toys to the child. The 
teacher evaluates the child's 
development and initiates new 
play situations to him 

During teacher-directed play, 
the teacher acts as a more ex: 
plicit force in guiding the 
child’s playtime. The teacher 
gives directions, which the 
child is expected to carry out 

This type of play experience 
should be used least frequently 
It offers the least amount 
flexibility during the child's 
play situation. 

The child needs a variety of 
play experiences with the same 
materials or toys over an ex- 
tended period to explore all the 
possibilities of the toys. Al- 
though he may use a toy fre- 
quently, he may still gain new 
experiences each time he plays 
with that particular tey because

Boredom is simply an emo- 
tional reaction to monotony. 
And monotony is constantly 
with us; we can’t escape all of 
it, but we can learn not to let 
it’ get us down. 

To help yourself cope with 
boredom, rediscover and 
develop the natural ability 
to relax that you had as a 
child. Develop the courage 
to show your natural feel- 
ings. 

Use external resources 
only to supplement the in- 
ner resources—imagination, 
contemplation and percep- 
tion, Don’t demand to be 
entertained; do something 
for, or with, another person.

A fun way to teach and en- 
courage a toddler to wash his 
hands is to combine the wash 
ing with a nursery rhyme. 

For instance, use “Rub-a-Dub 
Dub.'* Go through the motions 
of the nursery rhyme with the 
child’s hands while he is wash 
ing.
